Good morning. This is a KRAB program guide. It is writ- 
ten by a paid staff person, typed, laid out and printed 
by hard-working volunteers (Helen Norton, P. & S. Heald 
Seth Siegle and Gary Margason), and assembled by whoever 
responds to air calls for help. It is sent biweekly to 
persons who have supported the station by subscribing to 
it. We no longer speak of "subscribing to the guide," 
vather we call it "subscribing to the station ." That 

is because we want to emphasize that the station is non- 
commercial and must be supported by listeners in order to 
continue. The program guide is not the only way you can 
find out what will be on the air; both the Seattle Times 
and Post-Intelligencer now carry at least occasional daily 
listings, and Soundings Northwest reports all programs 
sufficiently regular to be known a month in advance. Also, 
any listener may call the station at LA2-5111, to find 
out what's happening (although whoever answers the phone 
may not know).
